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A little late, 
but Smith 
gets top job

After a slight pause — which 
covered a little more than two weeks 
— county commissioner Royce 
Smith has been officially appointed 
managing director of the Wayne 
County Board of Public Works on a 
4-0 vote. 

Everything looked cut and dried 
when the former Belleville mayor 
was approved for the $35,204 post on 
Dec. 22 

At the time, the seven-member 
public works board approved 
Smith’s appointment on a 6-0 vote, 
with only George Killeen not voting. 

Killeen, in fact, walked out of that 
meeting, contending that it was 
illegal to appoint Smith to the 
managing director’s post while he 
was still a county commissioner. 

And that has been the focal point 
of the delay in Smith s appointment. 

Smith had originally been ap- 
pointed to assume the managing 
director’s post on Jan. 9 and said he 
would resign as county com- 
missioner Jan. 8. 

However, a cloud of doubt arose 
over the issue when Killeen strongly 
contended that the appointment was 
illegal. Also, the Detroit county 
commissioner blasted Smith’s 
appointment as “a ripoff” of tax- 
payer’s money,” saying Smith was 
unqualified for the position. 

Because the issue was admittedly 
a “gray area’*, county officials 
wanted to make sure it was a legal 
appointment. 

Although the appointments of 
Smith as managing director, 
Chester Wozniak as assistant 
manager and Dnane Egeland ^ 
Jepu^v Riccis: c! 


engineering, were already made last 
month, that action was rescinded 
last week. 

The public works board, which 
had appointed the trio, rescinded 
that appointment Jan. 16. 

Then Smith, Wozniak (also a 
county commissioner) and Egeland 
submitted their resignations ef- 
fective at 4:30 p.m. last Friday. 

On Monday morning, the public 
works board received and filed 
copies of their resignations. Then 
they made the motions to make the 
same three appointments and they 
passed on a 4-0 vote. Voting for the 
move were Commissioners William 
Sullivan, Clarence Young and 
Richard Manning and Drain 
Commissioner Charles Youngblood. 

Absent were Killeen and Fred 
Burton of the Wayne County Road 
Commission. 

Critics of the procedure to appoint 
the three men while they were 
county officials and let them resign 
later, called it improper and illegal. 

Smith disagreed with that opinion, 
but is happier with the way it was 
handled. "There was an attorney 
general’s opinion 30 years ago that 
stated a county supervisor (now 
commissioner) was eligible for any 
appointment after he submitted his 
resignation,” Smith contended. 

“It’s admittedly a gray matter 
and you can argue it all day. But by 
doing it this way, there’s no 
argument at all.

License fee 
is hit hard 
by Raspberry 

When Romulus Councilman 
Jimmie C. Raspberry takes a 
position on something, he makes no 
qualms about letting people know 
And when he gets uianimous 
backing from his council colleagues, 
he’s even more outspoken 
The latest object of Raspberry’s 
wrath is the $2.50 surcharge on 
license purchases by the owners of 
non-commercial trailer and 
recreational vehicles. 

The veteran 20- year elected of- 
ficial feels very strongly that the 
law, passed by the State Legislature 
in 1976, is discriminatory and should 
be repealed. And his council 
colleagues agree with him. 

“I feel it is an unfair imposition on 
owners of nen-motorized trailers to 
be charged this additional $2.50 
when they use their vehicles only 
infrequently," said Raspberry. 

“I have a tractor that I use to haul 
snowmobiles. But it’s parked in my 
yard most of the year. Why should I 
be charged this extra tax?" he 
asked. 

So he requested that a resolution 
be drawn up to oppose the sur- 
charge. At a recent council meeting 
when the resolution was ready, 
Raspberry moved to adopt it; 
Council member Beverly McAnally 
supported the motion and it passed 
unanimously. 

The resolution reads: 

"The State Legislature has 
adopted, and the Governor has 
signed into law, Public Act 266 of 
1976, which provided for a payment 
of two dollars and fifty cents sur- 
charge on license plates purchases 
by the owners of non-commercial 
trailer and recreational vehicles 
and

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Secretary of State outlines 1978 priorities 


Michigan Secretary of State 
Richard H Austin has outlined 
highlights of his department’s plans 
and legislative priorities for 1978. 

They included major proposals in 
the areas of consumer protection, 
driver safety, and elections, as well 
as departmental program changes 
designed to expand driver and 
vehicle services provided in his 
statewide network of branch offices. 

In consumer protection, Austin 
said a major effort would be 
directed towards getting the 
Legislature to set workable 
guidelines regarding unfair and 
deceptive practices in motor vehicle 
sales He noted that ‘'while our of- 
fice is responsible for licensing 
vehicle dealers, vre presently have 
extremely weak authority regar- 
ding sales practices by some 
dealers, which are clearly 
questionable and which should be 
rendered illegal.” 

The situation with respect to 
vehicle dealer sales is in sharp 
contrast with the regulation of 
repair garages. The state’s auto 
repair law' is more specific with 
regard to improper practices. In 


implementing this aspect of the law- 
last year. Austin’s office recovered 
nearly $135,000 in cash refunds for 
citizens with complaints about auto 
repair garages or mechanics. About 
four times that amount is estimated 
to have been recovered in terms of 
work redone. 

With regard to driver safety, 
Austin called attention to progress 
being made in the Legislature 
towards acceptance of his recom- 
mendations that Michigan adopt a 
classified driver licensing program 
and a longer probation period for 
beginning drivers. Austin said his 
efforts in the legislative arena would 
continue to focus on getting these 
bills passed, as well as on ending 
point-free speeding violations 
currently allow-ed for persons who 
exceed 55 but who stay below' the old 
70 limit. * 

The, proposal for a four-year 
probation for new drivers would 
enable his office to more closely 
supervise them through the period in 
their driving experience when 
statistics show they are most likely 
to establish dangerous driving 
habits, he explained^ 


Austin also has committed his 
office to continue “to contribute all 
weean towards promoting the usage 
of safety belts.” 

Regarding election procedures, 
Austin is proposing several im- 
portant law changes designed to 
increase citizen participation in the 
electoral process. One would allow 
voter registration by mail upon 
request. 

Austin observed: “With proper 
safeguards, this would enable 
persons who are ill or disabled, for 
example, to become registered.” 

Two of Austin’s other 1978 
legislative proposals would remove 
obstacles for disabled and absentee 
voters. At present, a voter must 
submit one request for an absent 
voter ballot for the primary election 
... and then must go through the 
entire procedure again in order to 
obtain an absent voter ballot for the 
general election. 

Austin proposes allow ing the voter 
to submit a single request which 
could cover both elections. Another 
proposal would reduce the narrow

Austin’s plans for 1978 include 
continued support for legislative 
efforts aimed at eliminating in- 
surance “red-lining” — an industry 
practice which makes it virtually 
impossible for residents in certain 
areas to obtain reasonable in- 
surance rates. Austin also pledged 
priority attention to the dear need 
for a revision of the property 
damage provisions of No-Fault auto 
insurance in Michigan Michigan, 
calling them “a major flaw in an 
otherwise highly progressive law.” 

Other highlights of the Secretary 
of State’s 1978 legislative package 
include proposals for year-round 
vehicle registration; measures for

Romulus chief of police, 
Koch, retires from position

A well-known local man, who served Romulus as its chief law enforcement 
'Jacob J Koch turned 65 on Jan. 1 and was honored at a retirement party two 
days later by a host of friends and co-workers. 

Anyone who has been around Romulus very long at all, is familiar with the 
name of “Jake” Koch (pronounced Cook). He was appointed chief of police of 
Romulus Township in 1965 after 26 years of service as an officer in the Detroit 
Police Department J ^ ^ 

He served in that capacity until 1975 when he assumed the duties as code 
enforcement officer, to enforce and maintain local ordinances and laws of the 

city. t .. 

“Yes, a lot of changes have taken place since I first began as a young police 
officer in 1937,” said the 5-10, 230-pound Koch, recalling his entrance into law 
enforcement some 40 years ago. 

Koch was born Jan. 1, 1913 in Detroit and attended Henry Ford Trade School, 
Edison Institute of Technology and Detroit Institute of Technology High School 
before studying mechanical engineering for two years at Detroit Institute of 

Technology, . » 

After working on sheet metal layout, jigs and fixtures for three years at Gar 
Wood Industries in Highland Park, Koch decided to join the Detroit Police 

Department in 1937. , ,, 

He began a law enforcement career, which saw him rise from a police officer 
to a detective in 1948, where he served until his retirement in 1964 His steady 
rise in rank began one year after becoming one of Detroit s finest 
In 1938 he was assigned to the accident prevention bureau, where he did in- 
vestigative work, photographing, recording and prosecution of accident cases. 

He loved the work and labored hard to win promotion to the position of ad- 
ministrator in November 1945 Working with the scientific laboratory, Jake 
inaugurated the use of drunk-o-meter in accident cases presented in court. He 
was the first officer to be declared an expert witness by the court in the use of 
the drunk-o-meter in these case. 

His dedication won him promotion to the detective bureau in April 1948 
Assigned to precinct detective bureau, he investigated and prosecuted all types 
of crime 


eluding embezzlement and larcenies from various city departments, and 
counterfeiting. 

He also worked extensively in investigating explosions and bombings, ex- 
tortion, fake telegrams and cablegrams, broadcasting used in crime, false 
advertising, gypsy confidence and frauds, frauds involving Michigan Em- 
ployment Security Commission benefit payments and a host of other violations 
of the law. 

He retired on March 2, 1964 from the Detroit Police Department as a 
detective after 26 years as an officer. 

After supervising four to 10 men at Koch Metal Products in Detroit for 17 
months, he was hired as chief of police for what was then Romulus Township 

He had a list of duties as long as his arm and thoroughly enjoyed his work. 
From Aug. 5, 1965 to Feb 2, 1975, Koch held that job, which also included a 
variety of other responsibilities. 

He attended Michigan State University — Continuing Education Service in 
traffic engineering principles presented by the Highway Traffic Safety Center 
Koch also attended Oakland University Traffic Engineers seminar. 

In the absence of an appointed traffic engineer, he carried out the duties 
spelled out in the adopted Uniform Traffic Code for Cities, Village and Town- 
ships. 

In February 1975, Jake was retained by the City of Romulus as code en- 
forcement officer and much of his work was behind a desk. Being in good 
health, he’s looking for something active to fill his waking hours. 

He was presented with a gold watch at his Jan. 3 retirement party and ex- 
pressed gratitude to all who took part. 

“It s really nice to be remembered this way and I’ll always have a fond place 
in my heart for this city and its people,” Koch said. “I feel I gave my best to the 
work I did here and I received a lot in return.”

By fellow commissioner 
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Smith's DPW appointment labeled a 'rip-off'

A Detroit-based County Com- 
missioner has blasted colleague 
Royce Smith’s appointment to the 
post of Wayne County public works 
director as “a rip-off of taxpayers’ 


money”. 

George F. Killeen (D-3rd District) 
denounced the appointment as a 
“political plum” that will cost 
Wayne County residents more than 
$80,000 for a man he calls in- 
competent to do the job. 


“That’s quite a promotion,” 
Killeen said this week in an ex- 
clusive interview with Associated 
Newspapers. “Smith’s present 
salary as commissioner is a little 
over $16,000 annually and he’ll be 
making more than $35,000 in his new 
job.” 


Killeen called Smith totally 
unqualified for the new post as 
managing director of Wayne County 
Public Works Department. 

“I can’t visualize him bringing 
any input or quality to the decision- 
making process in the Super Sewer 
areas he represents,” Killeen said of 
Democrat Smith, who has served the 
27 District as County Commissioner 
for the past two years. 

Smith was mayor of Belleville for 
10 years until he was elected com- 
missioner to represent the com- 
munities of Belleville, Van Buren 
Township, Sumpter Township, 
Canton Township, Wayne, part of 
Westland, Plymouth, Plymouth 
Township and Northville. 

Killeen said Smith’s predecessor, 
George Bingham, had 20 years of 


experience with the public works 
department. 

“That’s the kind of person we need 
to build the Super Sewer,” Killeen 
added. “He understands all the 
problems in dealing with con- 
tractors by virtue of his long ex- 
perience.” 

Killeen, who does not get along 
well with Smith, walked out of the 
seven-member local public works 
board meeting when it approved 
Smith’s appointment 6-0 on Dec. 22. 
Smith’s appointment was to take 
effect Jan. 9, but the matter of 
Smith’s new position, along with that 
of assistant director and deputy 
director, is slated to be voted on by 
the full board of Commissioners 
tomorrow. 


Smith contends the position is 
already in existence. Kileen and 
other critics say the position will be 
a newly-created one which will have 
to be approved by the board. 

Efforts Tuesday to reach A1 
Suchy, chief attorney for the Board 
of Commissioners, and his assistant, 
George Cross, for clarification of the 
matter proved unsuccessful as 
neither was unavailable for com- 
ment. 

On the other hand, Smith said he 
did not want to get in a “shouting 
match” with Killeen. 

“I am hired as an administrator, 
not as an engineer,” he replied. “I 
think I am a qualified administrator 
and I believe my record proves it,” 
was all that Smith would comment.

A massive earthquake will hit 
Wayne County on Saturday mor- 
ning, but there is no cause for alarm 
— it will be a contrived disaster to 
test the effectiveness of amateur 
radio emergency communications. 

On Saturday and Sunday some 100 
members of the Wayne County 
Amateur Radio Public Service 
Corps (ARPSC) will join other 
amateur radio operators throughout 
the United States and Canada to 
provide an opportunity to test their 
communications abilities and 
equipment and to gain valuable 
experience under realistic 
emergency communications con- 
ditions. The Wayne County ARPSC 
is composed entirely of FCC - 
. licensed radio amateurs who have 
volunteered their time and stations 
in the public interent. 

Directing the local effort is Wayne 
Wiltse, K8BTH, Emergency 
Coordinator for Wayne County. 

“We will imagine the effects of a 
massive earthquake striking Wayne 
County and disrupting commercial 
power, telephone circuits, freeways 
and local police and fire agencies,” 
Wiltse explained. “And amateurs 
will activate their home stations, as 
well as mobile and emergency- 
powered portable units to handle 
messages for Civil Defense, the Red 
Cross, police and other public- 
service agencies.” 

The Wayne County ARPSC is 
composed of two major groups. The 
Amateur Radio Emergency Service 
(ARES) and the National Traffic 
System (NTS). Both groups consist 
of volunteer “ham” radio operators 
whose vocations and avocations are 
in the radio communications and 
electronic fields All have passed 
FCC examinations in morse code 
and radio theory, and are licensed to 
operate in the amateur bands. 

Many are top-notch message 
handlers and radio net operators 
who have dedicated themselves to 
providing emergency radio com- 
munications in time of need 
“The Wayne County ARPSC is 
capable of establishing highly 
reliable two-way radio com- 
munications on several com- 
munications frequencies, from 
virtually any location where needed. 


Their personally owned mobile, 
portable, and hand-held two-way 
radios are capable of point to point 
communications anywhere in the 
County,” Wiltse said. 

“The ARPSC is also capable of 
establishing radio communications 
links from Wayne County to stations 
in Michigan, the United States, and 
... indeed... most of the world,” he 
continued. 


Wiltse added that messages going 
outside Wayne County will be 
handled through the National 
Traffic System, a network of 
amateur stations organized to relay 
messages anywhere in the county. 

The Simulated Emergency Test is 
sponsored by the American Radio 
Relay League, the national 
organization of radio amateurs.

ARPSC gets ready 
for weekend 'quake' 


t 
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March 15 deadline set by county 
on fate of extended care facility 


The future of the Reuther Ex- 
tended Care Facility in Westland 
must be decided by March 15 to 
avoid a new county fiscal crisis and 
unnecessary anxiety for its 178 
patients, Wayne County com- 
missioners have decided at a Ways 
and Means Committee meeting. 

After approving a $545,820 sup- 
plental appropriation to keep the 
facility operating through March 12, 
the commissioners on Jan. 12 
adopted an amendment by Wayne 
County Commissioner Arthur 
Carter to "set a deadline in their 
search for more federal or state 
funds to keep the facility open and 
self-supporting." 

"It is unfair to keep elderly 
patients, their families and our 
employees in a state of limbo," 
Carter said. "If there is no assured 
source of funding by March 15, I 
recommend we direct our Cor- 
poration Counsel to present a phase- 
out plan to the public and to the 
federal court that is monitoring this 
issue." 

Faced with a $13 million deficit, 
the County Board of Auditors had 
recommended closing the Reuther 
Facility at the start of the fiscal 
year, Dec 1, due to its $3.5 million 
annual operating deficit. The Board 
of Commissioners, seeking to 
salvage critical law enforcement 
and criminal justice programs, 
adopted the recommendation. 

Board Chairman John Barr told 
the Ways and Means meeting that 
intense negotiations are underway 
w ith state and federal authorities in 
an effort to secure higher Medicaid 
reimbursement for patients at the 
facility. 

"The future of the Reuther facility 


is in the hands of the state and 
federal authorities," Barr said. 
"The county cannot afford to sub- 
sidize the facility when we are 
mandated by law to pay for 
skyrocketing criminal justice 
needs." 

"If the Medicaid payments could 
be raised to reflect the unique and 
higher level of skilled nursing care 
offered at the Reuther center, it 
could be self-supporting and there 
would be no reason to close it," Ban- 
said. "Nearly 85 percent of the 
patients are Medicaid recipients." 

Ban said Medicaid reimburses 
the county $60 per day for a 
Medicaid patient, compared with an 
actual cost of $108 per day. The 
annual cost per patient is $35,000. 

However, Commissioner Conrad 
L. Mallett was pessimistic, saying: 
"I doubt we will get the Medicaid 
funding. It’s unfair to create false 
hope for the patients. We also can’t 
afford to damage our credibility 
with the Michigan Municipal 
Finance Commission by spending 
more than we take in." (The 
Michigan Municipal Finance 
Commission has ordered the county 
to maintain a balanced budget— or 
face receivership by the state.) 

The Carter proposal also called for 
increased communication with 
patients, families, employees and 
the public. A monthly status report, 
prepared by Chairman Barr and a 
special transition committee, is to 
be sent to patients and staff. 

In response to lawsuits aimed at 
blocking the closing, courts have 
ruled the county has the right to do 
so. But Federal Judge Ralph M. 
Freeman also said the county must 
have an "orderly transition" plan 


that includes a six-to-eight week 
closing notice to patients. 

In the meantime, commissioners 
sought financial help from the state 
and were promised a $1.8 million 
special grant for a six-month phase- 
out period, running from Dec. 1, 1977 
through May 31, 1978.

Special ed drivers 
have valid argument 


against middle

The 113 special education students in 
Van Buren Township have found 
themselves thrust into the role of 
‘pawns’ in the chess game being 
played between the Van Buren school 
board and the 25 special education 
drivers who transport the kids to 
class. 

The drivers, who threatened to walk 
out if demands for fringe benefits 
equal to full-time school employees 
were not met, did just that last week, 
and special education students are 
now being bussed and taxied to 
classes. 

At the heart of the dispute between 
the school board and drivers, is the 
drivers’ claims that insurance 
premiums for their personal 
automobiles that are used to transport 
the kids, are excessive because of the 
nature of the job. And the ‘high risk’ 
category forced upon them by the 
insurance carriers cuts deeply into the 
$4 per hour that drivers are currently 
paid. 


In an effort to resolve their 
problem, the drivers have insisted 
that the 14 cents a mile that they 
receive, must be increased to 31 cents 
if they are to adequately cover their 
costs. 

We feel that the drivers’ demands 
are reasonable. 

It is certainly unfair for them to 
have to subsidize Van Buren’s special 
education programs. 

A possible solution to the entire 
problem would be for the Van Buren 
school board to simply pay the drivers 
the difference between a normal risk 
insurance policy, and the high risk • 
policy that they are required to carry. 

The drivers are entitled to fair 
compensation for their services, just 
as the school board is entitled to fair 
charges assessed for services ren- 
dered. 

We hope that the drivers and the 
school board continue to work toward 
resolving the problem. 

The citizens of Van Buren are en- 
titled to fair treatment.

When emergency strikes, 

» 

it pays to be lucky

It was a very bad night to be flying in a 
small airplane. The ceiling was 
somewhere around 400 feet at best, and 
icing conditions had developed. 

There were two men flying the airplane: 
one was an instructor, and the other a 
relatively new pilot who was not yet fully 
qualified to fly on instruments (IFR) only. 

The flight was initiated at Sault Sainte 
Marie in Michigan’s upper peninsula. 
According to the flight plan filed at the 
Soo, the destination was the Ann Arbor 
Municipal Airport. 

As it turned out, it was to be a night of 
absolute terror for the two pilots. 

They maintained radio and radar 
contact with the ground stations 
throughout the flight. Then, for reasons 
still unknown, the transponder in the 
airplane began to operate intermittently. 

The pilot in the right-hand seat — the one 
who was not fully IFR qualified — got on 
the radio and asked for assistance from 
the nearest airport. 

Then it happened. The unthinkable. The 
unbelievable. The airplane’s propeller tore 
loose from the crankshaft and flew off into 
the pitch-black night. Oil began to blow in 
all directions, and the windshield was 
quickly covered with a blanket of black 
goo. 

He reached forward to the instrument 
panel and pulled the thottle back to cut off 
the engine — an engine which was wor- 
thless and doing nothing more than 
roaring and throwing oil. In his haste to cut 
off the engine, he broke a finger nail 

They were now gliding through the 
choppy darkness with no power plant to 
keep them airborne. He again got on the 
radio and explained what had happened. 

The ground control station made a 


statement: “You are a dual engine craft.” 
He replied, “Negative.” 

“Say again!” 

“Negative. We are a single engine 
slowly loosing altitude. Do you have us on 
your radar? Will you give us a heading to 
your landing strip?” 

He could hear frenzied activity at the 
ground control. Clearly this particular air 
controller had never before been a party to 
such an emergency. 

A voice crackled through the air, “Turn 
right to 365 degrees and maintain that 
heading. You are nine miles from our 
strip.” 

It was painfully obvious that the 
engineless airplane could not make nine 
more miles through the rough skies. In 
concert, the two pilots made a decision. 
“We are going down to try and find a break 
in this weather.” 

“Roger. We are still tracking you.” 

He gently pushed the control wheel 
forward and the nose of the airplane 
dropped. He had his eyes on the altimeter. 
It read 200 feet. 

Then, for just a few second, they broke 
out of the overcast and had a quick view of 
the ground. He remembers seeing a traffic 
light turn from red to green. He adjusted 
his glide pattern and headed the airplane 
in the direction of the traffic signal. 

But again the weather closed in. They 
were headed toward an unknown road. 
Was there traffic coming? Did the road 
turn to the left or right just past the traffic 
signal? The altimeter read 50 feet 

The instructor evidently conceded his 
fate. “It’s your airplane,” he said, “do 
what you think you have to.” 

At perhaps 25 feet of altitude, the pilot 


saw that they were headed directly toward 
a large stand of trees. There was not 
enough time left to turn the airplane. He 
banked it until they were almost standing 
on one wing tip. He straightened up, pulled 
back on the control wheel to lift the nose, 
and bounced onto the frozen road. 

The brakes on the rudder pedals were 
useless on the ice, and he had no engine or 
propeller to help control the airplane. 

Their ground speed was now ap- 
proximately 40 m.ph. One wheel hit a dry 
spot on the road while the other was still on 
ice. The airplane began to skid slowly to 
the right. 

They went off the road, the left wing hit a 
tree and was destroyed. He remembers 
the airplane shuddering and then crashing 
into a deep ditch. 

Then there was silence. They unbuckled 
their safety harnesses, pushed the doors 
open, and fell out into three feet of “the 
most beautiful snow I’ve ever seen.” 

The expensive airplane was totalled ; but 
the only injury to either man was the 
broken finger nail suffered when the 
engine was cut off. 

They were driven to the airport by the 
Michigan State Police who insisted, as you 
might guess, that they fill out an endless 
array of paper work. 

The pilot who effected the almost 
miraculous landing is now fully qualified 
to fly on instruments, and he still flies all 
over the country. He’s a businessman well 
known in Western Wayne County, and his 
wife is now learning to fly his new air- 
plane. 

As he told this story last week, he smiled 
and said, “Any landing that you can walk 
away from is a good landing.”

'No man is 


an island'

Suppose you found yourself shipwrecked 
on a remote island, like Robinson Crusoe. 
Your survival would depend on your 
ability to get enough water and food, and 
perhaps shelter as well. 

Let’s say you need one fish a day to live, 
and that’s about what you can catch with 
bare hands or a primitive spear. Under 
these circumstances, you’d have to spend 
all of your time working just to avoid 
starvation. 

But one day, through luck or extra hard 
work, you catch two fish and dry one. Now 
you have something in the bank. You can 
take the next day off, or put the time to 
some other use. Being smart, you use the 
day to make a fishing net. 

That extra fish you saved is your 
“capital,” and the net is a capital in- 
vestment. Thanks to the net, you can 
catch a whole week’s worth of fish in one 
day. That leaves you the time to build a 
hut, make a bow and some arrows, explore 
the island, and do some hunting. 

While exploring you run into Friday, 
your native companion. Friday has a lot of 
dried fish, some of which were left to him 
by his late grandmother. 

It occurs to you that if Friday lent you 
some fish to live off of, you might have 
enough time to raise a crop of corn and 
domesticate some of the wild animals. You 
suggest this to Friday. “What’s in it for 
me?” he wants to know. You agree to 
repay the fish (or the equivalent in corn, 
goat’s milk and pork), plus something 
extra for his trouble and risk. That’s in- 
terest. And interestingly enough, you are 
both planning to gain from the use of 
Friday’s capital. 

Your experiments (research and 
development) are successful The farm 
works. Since Friday seems to be a better 
fisherman, you leave that to him and 
concentrate on the farm (specialization of 
labor). Soon, a regular trade is going 
between the two of you. 

Neither of you is working any harder 
than before, but now you both have plenty 
of food, the luxury of variety, and a 
“surplus” which can be consumed as 
leisure or invested in further capital im- 


provements. In other words, you have 
become much more “productive,” thanks 
to capital investment, research, and 
specialization. Because of this growth in 
productivity, you have a higher standard 
of living. 

Then along comes the island govern- 
ment (don’t ask from where). In return for 
half of your output, they provide you with 
certain services. 

Some of these services increase your 
productivity: The government 

agricultural expert teaches you how to 
grow more corn per acre. The road- 
clear a better path between your place and 
Friday’s. And so on. 

But others have the reverse effect: The 
Worker Safety Bureau says you have to 
stop using you bow — its string might 
break and hurt you. The Housing 
Department says your hut is not strong 
enough to resist a hurricane and must be 
rebuilt. The Pure Food Agency says all of 
your food will have to be inspected before 
you can trade it with Friday . And so on . 

All of these rules have a negative, but 
bearable, affect on your output. Poor 
Friday, however, is hit much harder. The 
Preservation of Cute Fish Administration 
informs him that what he is catching has 
been declared a Cute Fish and is therefore 
protected. He must catch something else. 
But nothing else is as plentiful or as easy to 
catch. 

Friday’s productivity plummets. Ob- 
viously this affects Friday. But it affects 
you, too. He has less to trade for what you 
produce, and you are producing more corn 
than you want to use yourself. So, you are 
no longer able to collect in fish the full 
benefit of your own production. Friday will 
probably raise the price of his fish And 
you will probably continue to buy some. 
But you may also ask yourself, “Why work 
so hard?’ ’ So you cut back your output and 
spend more time walking on the beach. 

Thus, the net effect of the government 
regulations has been to reduce Friday’s 
productivity and yours, too. Total 
production is down. Now you both have a 
lower standard of living 

Are all of the intangible government 
benefits worth the cost? That’s something 
only you and Friday can answer. But it’s a 
question that needs to be asked And that’s 
no fish story! 


From the State House 


County hospital 
resolution entered 


Should the state take over the respon- 
sibilities of the psychiatric wing of Wayne 
County General Hospital? 

This is a question that has raised con- 
siderable and strong debate over the last 
few months. I have received a tremendous 
volume of mail from local people, 
protesting a possible state takeover 
I am personally highly opposed to this; 
have fought it, and will continue to fight it 
Admittedly, there are problems. 
Despite the valuable and needed service 
it performs, the psychiatric wing has 
become a financial burden for Wayne 
County and its taxpayers. It is reportedly 
costing $205 per patient per day, and the 
state says it can care for the same patients 
at about $100 per day. 

This would seem to argue for a state 
takeover, and savings for the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners, but there 
are several other factors to be considered. 
Not the least of those factors is the jobs the 
unit provides for some 200 persons who 
are primarily local residents. iJ the state 
took over responsibilities, employment 
would come u nder State Civil Service. This 
would indicate a loss of jobs for local 
people. 

Also, the psychiatric wing provides 
mental health care for a maximum 
number of 124 psychiatric patients. Would 
a state takeover be in their best interests? 
Most of them come from the Wayne 
County area. It is possible that many of 
them could be transferred to state in- 


stitutions far from their homes and 
families. 

The Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners has for a number of years 
provided this in-patient care with the 
understanding that it would be reimbursed 
at 90 percent of the cost of patient care by 
the Michigan Department of Mental 
Health 

However, there has been a question on 
just how much that reimbursement should 
be. Because of this, a point was reached 
last year at which the county had not 
received its total reimbursement for either 
the current year or the previous fiscal 
year. This resulted in on-going 
negotiations to determine the amount 
owed by the State of Michigan to Wayne 
County. 

The situation presented a serious 
problem for the County Board of Com- 
missioners, which is charged with the duty 
of presenting the taxpayers with a 
balanced budget each year The question 
of how much the county would receive in 
state reimbursements for patient care at 
the psychiatric wing made this difficult 
when preparing the 1977-78 budget. 

The Legislature did move to ease the 
problem by including in the Department of 
Mental Health budget for the current fiscal 
year funds which could be used for the 
reimbursement. 

However, the question of a state 
takeover remains. Letting the state 
assume care for the patients could be a

tempting possibility for the Board of 
Commissioners. 

In the interests of local people, I have 
taken two courses of action. With two other 
concerned local legislators, I sponsored a 
resolution in the Legislature, urging the 
Wayne County Board of Commissioners to 
continue operation of the psychiatric w r ing 
and, at the same time, to examine alter- 
native methods for the future operations of 
the facility. 

The resolution asks the board to study 
both the feasibility of its continued 
operation of the facility, with adequate 
state reimbursement, as well as the 
feasibility of a state takeover, including 
the use of existing buildings for expansion 
of services. This approach stresses that if 
a state takeover is necessary, then it must 
be understood that the facility and its 
patients be kept in Wayne County. 

I havealsomet personally and discussed 
the problem with representatives of the 
union which covers workers at the 
psychiatric wing; the director of the 
Michigan Department of Management and 
Budget, and the chairman of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners. 

Out of all of this, hopefully, will come a 
solution to the problem of the future of 
Wayne County Hospital’s psychiatric 
wing.

Utility mails out 
assistance forms 


To assure that all its customers 
who may qualify for assistance in 
paying energy bills a re aware of the 
state’s new funding program, 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Co. is 
mailing application forms to all of 
its 880,000 residential heating 
customers.

“Although the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Social Services also will be 
mailing applications, we believe our 
efforts will compliment the 
department’s program. We urge all 
applicants who need assistance in 
completing the forms to contact us 
or the Department of Social Ser- 
vices.” 


Montgomery said company 
personnel last week met with 
representatives of 9ome 20 Detroit 
area community groups and the City 
of Detroit to explain Michigan 
Consolidated’s plans and intent to 
ensure that the program is a suc- 
cess.

Included with the applications, 
Montgomery said, is information 
urging customers to return the 
completed forms to the Department 
of Social Services promptly. 

The state funds are available 
under a $38 million program ap- 
proved by the Michigan Legislature 
late last year. Under the new law, a 
maximum of $200 can be paid to 
qualified individuals based on 
family income and fuel con- 
sumption. In most cases, the law 
directs the funds to be sent directly 
to utility companies in the state for 
credit to the family account. 


In addition to residential heating 
customers, renters whose heating 
bills are included in their rents also 
are eligible for up to $160 in state 
assistance.

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Edison stokes up 'Station A' on anniversary 


Detroit Edison Co. observed its 
75th anniversary by reactivating a 
replica of its first power plant and by 
reiterating its resolve to continue to 
build plants, as needed, to meet 
energy demands in the 1980s and 
beyond. 

William G. Meese, Edison 
chairman, and Join R. Hamann, the 
company’s president, last week 
activated the coral-fired machinery 
at a Greenfield Village model of 
Station ’‘A”, which was Detroit 
Edison’s central generating plant 
when the company was incorporated 
on Jan. 17, 1903. 

“The powerhouse, which this 
replica represents, brought com- 
mercial electric service to this 
region and was the springboard for 
the vast electrical and steam system 


that is Detroit Edison today,” Meese 
said. 

From its central location at State 
and Washington Boulevard, Station 
“A” was the keystone of an elec 
trical system which served 22,000 
customers across a several-block 
sector of Detroit. Today, Detroit 
Edison’s 10 major power plants 
serve 1.7 million customers across 
7,600 square miles in southeastern 
Michigan. 

While Station “A" and three other 
plants had a capacity of nearly 4,900 
kilowatts in 1903, Detroit Edison’s 
current capacity is 8.7 million 
kilowatts — almost 2,000 times the 
amount 75 years ago. 

The two-story Station “A” was 
said to be the largest power station 
ever built for an electric company 
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Station “A" had a service radius of 
m miles and supplied about 4.000 
customers with electricity, fueled by 
coal, after its start-up in 1886. It was 
the heart of an electrical system 
when Detroit Edison was born on 
Jan. 17, 1903. The artist’s conception 


shows Edison’s Fermi 2 nuclear 
plant, now half built and scheduled 
for completion in 1980. It alone can 
supply enough electricity to ooe 
million residential customers. Some 
89 Station “As” could fit into one of 
Fermi’s twin cooling towers.

when it was constructed in 1886 by a 
Detroit Edison predecessor, the 
Edison Illuminating Co. with a 
direct-current capacity of 4,000 
lamps. It provided service via un- 
derground lines priYnarily to 
businesses like Fred Sanders’ ice 
cream machines, at $6 a month, J L. 
Hudson’s retail store, at $62.50 a 
month (largely because it ran an 
elevator) and the presses of the 
Detroit Daily Tribune and Evening 
News. 

Station “A” featured four engines, 
two boilders and two dynamos but, 
in an early example of expanding to 
meet increasing load demands, had 
to double its capacity with more 
machinery in 1887 — a year after its 
start-up. 

Northward residential expansion 
in early Detroit prompted Edison 
Illuminating in 1890 to add a second 
plant, dubbed Station “B”, on Willis 
Avenue at Woodward, with a 3,000 
lamp capacity. 

Electric meters in those days 
consisted of metal plates in jars of 
zinc sulphate. Current passing 


through the solution caused the zinc 
to deposit on the plates. To read a 
meter the customer took the plates 
to the company, which weighed 
them to see how much zinc had 
deposited. 

In 1891, a man named Henry Ford 
was hired at Willis as night foreman 
and engineer at a salary of $40 a 
month. He was later chief engineer 
at Station “A” and worked for 
Edison Illuminating until resigning 
in 1899 to devote full time to his 
“horseless carriage” dream. But his 
lingering love for the electric 
business led to creation of the 
Station “A” repbea at Greenfield 
Village in 1944. It is scaled to one- 
quarter the size of theoriginaland is 
operated each summer by Edison 
retirees. 

Edison Illuminating was con- 
sidered the best managed of the 
several private electric ompanies 
operating in Detroit at the time and 
in 1901 absorbed the Detroit Electric 
Light and Power Co. and the Brush- 
Peninsular Electric Light Co., two 
feuding firms responsible for 


illuminating Detroit streets with 
lofty — and graceless — arc towers. 

Station ”A’’ and the Willis plant 
were Detroit Edison’s legacy from 
Edison Illuminating in 1903, in ad- 
dition to Detroit Electric’s plant on 
Atwater Street (Station “F”) and 
Brush-Peninsular’s facility on 
Foundry Street (Station “C”). 
Despite the incompatibility of the 
new electrical system, service was 
consolidated under one company at 
last. 

Eighteen months later came the 
Delray power plant, the first facility 
built forand by the fledgling Detroit 
Edison CVO. 

Meese noted that one of Detroit 
Edison’s founding fathers, Alex 
Dow, was chided by many for 
building such a big plant when the 
need wasn’t apparent. 

“Every Detroit Edison senior 
executive since Dow has heard that 
same kind of criticism,” Meese said. 
“Yet here we are, 75 years later, 
with growth in demand continuing 
and our reserves narrowing until the 
time our first Greenwood unit comes 


on line in 1979.” Just last summer, 
Detroit Edison experienced a new 
all-time peak, and Jan 10 had a new 
all-time winter peak. 

Despite the conservation ethic, 
Meese said, electricity demand will 
be increasing as the economy grows 
and to meet that demand plants like 
Greenwood, Fermi 2 (1980) and 
Belle River 1 (1983) will be 

necessary. Construction work is in 
progress on all three. 

The original Station “A” was 
decommissioned shortly after 
Delray’s debut. All machinery was 
removed in 1916 and the building 
continued as Detroit Edison’s ad- 
ministrative hub until 1922 when 
executive offices were moved to the 
company's present headquarters on 
Second Avenue. From 1922 until its 
demolition in 1974 Station “A” 
housed an Edison customer office. 

The Station “A” reactivation 
begins a year-long series of ac- 
tivities involving employes and the 
community with the central theme 
of ”75 years of progress and looking 
forward.”

Traffic 
death toll 
declines 

Last year was the fifth straight 
that Michiganians drove more miles 
safely than motorists in the rest of 
the ration, and the state’s 1977 high- 
way death rate should be 10 percent 
below the national average when 
final figures are available, ac- 
cording to Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

“Michigan probably has lowered 
the number of deaths per 100 million 
vehicle miles driven to a rate of 3.0, 
a figure the nation is not expected to 
achieve until at least 1980, said 
Arthur C Gibson, Auto Club safety 
and traffic engineering manager. 

The Highway Users Federation 
projected a national highway death 
rate of 3.3 for 1977, about the same as 
the preceding year. Michigan’s 1976 
• rate was 3.16. 

Michigan has posted a 
significantly lower death rate than 
thenational average since 1973 when 
the national rate was 4.24 compared 
to the state’s 3.78. 

While the 977 highway death toll is 
expected to hit a five-year high of 
47,900, the number of deaths in 
Michigan unofficially dropped to 
1,914, a 2 percent decrease com- 
pared with 1976 and a 14 percent 
decrese from 1973 
Auto Club cited the 5 ^miles-per- 
hour speed limit, stepped-up traffic 
enforcement, the Motorists In- 
formation Inc. safety belt campaign 
and traffic safety programs such as 
“Bring 'em Back Alive!” for. 
helping to reduce traffic deaths 14 
percent in 1977 over Michigan’s 
record high 2,213 highway deaths in 
1973. 

Giteon noted that Auto Club s 
projections were based on unofficial 
traffic deaths and mileage statistics.

thousands of dollars he had spent on 
his luxurious yacht. Not only did he 
claim the deductions, he got them 
The reason, says the Michigan 
Association of Certified Public 
Accountants, was documentation 
The doctor was able to produce 
detailed records showing that he 
used the yacht solely to entertain 
other doctors who referred patients 
to him. 

The docoments included the ship s 
logbook, giving the names of guests 
and the dates they were aboard; 
records of cases referred to him by 
each guest; and bills, receipts or 
canceled checks covering all the 
costs of operating the yacht. Nothing 
was missing. 

The CPAs estimate that, unlike 
the doctor, thousands of other 
taxpavers lose perhaps millions of 
dollar’s in legitimate deductions 
each year simply because they are 
unable to document their ex- 
penditures or have lost the records 
that would remind them that 
deductible expenses were incurred. 

So CPAs recommend, whether you 
prepare your own tax return or have 
it done for you, that the process 
begin w ith a thorough search of your 
records (checkbook, receipts, etc.) 
and your memory. It is best to round 
up all the evidence before starting to 
fill out the return, to save a lot of 
your time as well as tha t of your tax 
advisor, whose meter will be ticking 
while you search. 

What papers are needed at tax 
time? 

To begin with, those showing iri- 
come you received. This means W-2 
forms from your employers, which 
also will show federal, state and 
local taxes withheld and Social 
Security contributions made. (If 
you worked for more than one 
employer it is possible you paid too 
much into Social Security and have a 
credit coming.) 

Other income that should not be 
overlooked is interest received. For 
that you should have your copies of 
Form 1099s that also were sent to 
Internal Revenue Service by your 
bank or savings and loan. Dividends 
you may have been paid will be 
shown on statements from your 
security broker or on Form 1099s. 
Bank deposit entries should reflect 
other earnings such as rents, 
royalties, etc. 

If income of some types such as 
gambling winning can be reduced 
by balancing them off against 
losses, valid documentation is 


especially important, say the CPAs 
One gambler who tried to offset 
winning by producing fistfuls of 
losing horserace tickets lost his case 
when many of the tickets were found 
to carry heel prints, indicating they 
had been picked up from the ground 
after a race. 

After documenting earnings, try 
to find what evidence you can of 
costs you incurred in producing that 
income The cost of going to and 
from work is not deductible, but 
other business travel can be. 

If you use your car partly for 
business, you may want to consider 
itemizing your costs rather than 
taking the standard mileage 
allowance, but first be sure you can 
prove what you spent. Hie standard 
mileage allowance has been in- 
creased to 17 cents a mile for 1977: A 
log showing business and personal 
mileage driven will be a big help, as 
will credit card bills, if you charge 
your auto expenses. 

Documentation of business en- 
tertainment is more important than 
ever. IRS has become very hard- 
nosed about requiring not only 
receipts for expenditures, reported, 
but detailed information about 
persons entertained and business 
accomplished. 


If you had investment income, pull 
together evidence of what you spent 
on financial publications, advisory 
services, safe deposit boxes in which 
you stored your securities, and 
travel costs in visiting your broker 
The next item that may require 
documentation is exemptions. You 
are not likely to be asked to prove 
that your spouse or children under 
19 are truly your dependents, but if 
they do not live with you or have 
substantial income of their own, you 
might have to show that you 
provided more than half of their 
support. The same for elderly 
parents or others who depend on 
you. 

Canceled checks and divorce 
records should make documentation 
of alimony payments quite simple, 
but these are among the papers to 
have at hand. f 

For evidence of the main types of 
itemized deductions — medical 
costs, contributions, interest, state 
and local taxes and casualty losses 
— which should be easy to document 
with receipts and canceled checks, a 
thorough search of your records and 
recollection should bring tax 
savings by uncovering the smaller, 
easily-overlooked deductible ex- 
penses. 


m the medical 
is medical tran- 
sportation, prosthetic devices such 
as contact lenses, and health in- 
surance, any of which can be a big 
item for many taxpayers. Or under 
the contribution heading, there are 
the out-of-pocket costs of working 
for a charitable organization. 

The CPAs suggest an item-by-item 
review' of every receipt you were 
given in 1977, every check you wrote. 
Pull out those that have any possible 
tax connotation, however remote. 
Let you tax advisor decide whether 


they can be useful 
One final document that will be 
needed is a copy of last year’s tax 
return That will remind you or your 
tax advisor of carryovers, 
depreciation rates and other 
procedures you have been following 
that must be continued consistently 
in the 77 return. Last year’s return 
also might dredge up a deduction or 
two you had forgotten about. 

How about that luxurious yacht? 
In the next article in this series the 
CPAs will take up the tax con- 
sequences of parenthood.

Here's a quick 
77 tax review 


Some people like 
changes; others prefer 
things the way they are. 
But whatever side of the 
fence you’re on, one 
thing is certain: When 
you fill out your 1977 tax 
return, you won’t be 
able to avoid the many 
changes in the tax law 
that have come about 
through recent 
ligislation. 

You probably have 
heard the standard 
deduction has been 
replaced by a zero 
bracket amount, which 
is a flat $2,200 for 
singles and $3,200 for 
marrieds filing jointly. 
And there has been 
quite a bit of publicity 
about the new tax tables 
with the zero bracket 
amount, personal 
exemptions, and 
general tax credit built 
right in. 

These changes affect 
most taxpayers, but 
don’t require you to plan 
il.iead. Because some of 
'he new provisions do, 
however, demand pre- 
planning, it makes 
sense to start gathering 
your records together 
and examining the tax 
consequences of some of 
your actions. 

For instance, if you 
own a capital asset, 
such as stock, bonds or 


real property that you 
intend to sell this year, 
are you aware that in 
order to qualify for long 
term capital gain or loss 
tretament, you must 
have owned that asset 
for more than nine 
months? The holding 
period in prior years 
was more than six 
months. 

Do you also know the 
amount of a capital loss 
you can use to offset 
your taxable income has 
increased from $1,000 to 
$ 2 , 000 ? 

Both of these changes 
can make a significant 
difference in your tax 
bill for 1977. Suppose, 
for example, that you 
never heard of the new 
nine-month holding 
period, and you dispose 
of a capital asset after 
seven months, thinking 
that you will have to 
pay tax on only onehalf 
of your profit. When you 
fill out your 1977 tax 
return you might be 
surprised at the amount 
of tax you owe. 

If you have moved, or 
plan a move, in 1977, you 
will find several 
changes in the tax law. 
The distance 
requirement of 50 miles 
has been changed to 35 
miles.

Out-county growth forecast

The outlook for southwestern 
Wayne County promises to be one of 
steady forward progress in the year 
ahead, with long-term prospects for 
dramatic economic growth.

Our area, along with the rest of the 
state and nation, has made a good 
recovery from the depths of the 
1974-75 recession. That recovery 
should continue into 1978, although 
perhaps at a somewhat slower rate. 

The recovery has largely been led 
by the consumer. Although unem- 
ployment remains a problem, more 
persons are working today than 
ever before. Real per capita income 
— adjusted for inflation — has 
grown by more than 10 percent 
nationally, and an even more im- 
pressive 18 percent in Michigan. 

The optimistic forecasts of 
General Motors and Ford, south- 
western Wayne County’s principal 
employers, bode well for a continued 
high rate of employment, as does 
expanding retail sales activity in 
areas such as Westland. 

Recent surveys show that con- 
sumer confidence remains at a high 
level. Coupled with the fact that 
incomes are rising somewhat faster 
than inflation, the indications are 
that consumers are both willing and 
able to spend. 

As bankers, our job is to provide 
the funds needed to sustain this 
growth. National Bank of Detroit’s 
experience in southwestern Wayne 
County bears out this steady 
economic growth. Installment loan 


demand, particularly for automobile 
financing, continues to be very 
strong. A further sign of the 
economic strength of the area is the 
extremely low rate of delinquency 
and default on these loans. The

The occupational employment 
market in the Western Wayne 
County area is expected to remain 
strong throughout 1978 According to 
a number of indicators, the major 
growth trends will continue to be in 
the professional and technical areas. 
This is not restricted to the Western 
Wayne County area alone. 

According to sources at Michigan 
Employment Securities Commission 
(MESC), the growth and 
replacement job openings in all 
occupational areas throughout the 
state of Michigan are expected to 
approach an average 150,000 
positions per year until 1985 

The white collar area, which in- 
cludes management, professional, 
technical, administrative, and 


overwhelming majority of our 
customers in this region are hard- 
working people who pay their bills 
promptly. 

With the exception of Canton 
Township, where new residential 


clerical occupations, will account 
for an estimated 46 percent of all 
jobs in Michigan. Projected job 
openings in the clerical-secretarial 
field alone will reach 32,000 this 
year Management positions should 
account for over 15,000 jobs 

Blue collar workers, should have 
an additional 34,000 job openings this 
year throughout the state. 

The medical field, suffering 
severe personnel shortages 
throughout 1977, will coitinue to 
require substantial numbers of 
trained, professional people 
Registered nurses, clinical lab 
technicians, and medical 
secretaries should have little 
problem finding new positions in 
1978 

The condition of educational 
employment throughout the state 
continues to be bleak Forecasts of 


construction has been booming, 
mortgage activity in the south- 
western Wayne County communities 
might best be characterized as 
stable, with most loans made on 
existing housing. Here again, the 


continued declines in college and 
university staffs, secondary and 
elementary teachers, and support 
personnel are standard throughout 
Michigan. 

Locally, industrial management 
officials forecast an expected in- 
crease in engineering, managerial, 
and systems personnel this year 
Clerical and supportive personnel 
openings are also expected to in- 
crease, in the industrial sector, by 
about 20 to 30 percent over 1977 
figures 

Representatives of the utilities in 
the area respond that their needs 
will remain quite stable this year 
with only minimal replacement or 
growth Manufacturers are in- 
dicating some expansion in a 
number of job areas. Experienced 
data processing personnel, 
secretarial, clerical, sales and 


rates of delinquency and default 
have been minimal. We anticipate a 
moderate increase in mortgage 
lending here in 1978, along with a 
corresponding increase in loans for

marketing employees are going to 
be in demand 

Private personnel service 
agencies in Western Wayne County 
are already recording increases in 
demand for experienced accounting, 
clerical, engineering, design, data 
processing, sales and management 
personnel. Most agency owner- 
managers forecast at least 20 to 30 
percent increases in all occupational 
job orders and expect a shortage of 
experienced people to fill the job 
openings. 

These indicators, along with the 
continued growth in building — both 
residential and industrial, new 
demand for services to the Western 
Wayne County area, newly com- 
pleted expressways which link the 
area with other Metro areas — all 
tend to support the predictions and 
forecasts for a strong occupational 
employment market in 1978

Romulus tops industrial \ commercial work 


By MAUREEN CAMPS

The list of industrial and com- 
mercial developments in the ANP 
circulation area of Western Wayne 
County in 1977 was topped by more 
than $24 million worth of develop- 
ment in Romulus alone. 

In attaining that $24 million of 
construction, the city more than 
doubled its development activity of 
the year before, according to Ed 
Fall, director of the building 
department 

And, he has his sights set at a $30 
million year in 1978. 

One of the biggest catalysts for 
such outstanding development, 
according to Hyle Carmichael, 
economic developer, is the city’s 
location near transportation outlets, 
a factor that any producer is keenly 
interested in when deciding where 
to locate. 

Two major expressways and two 
railway systems run through 
Romulus, and the city is the home of 
the Detroit Metropolitan Airport — 
These plusses in distribution and 
shipping attract businesses to the 
many industrially and com- 
mercially zoned areas of the city. 

“I can see nothing but continued 
growth in our area,” Carmichael 
said. 

And any taxpayer can tell you that 
continued economic growth 
broadens the tax base, to the delight 
of area citizens. 

Some of the outstanding work 
begun or completed in 1977 include 
two projects of the General Motors 
Corporation. New $2.3 million lab 
facilities have already been built by 
the corporation, and a multi-million 
dollar warehouse addition and new 
manufacturing unit will bring at 
least another $11 million worth of 
construction as well, not to mention 
millions that will be spent on 
equipping the plants, and the 1,000 
new jobs expected from the project 
by 1982. 

A new Wayne County Road 
Commission yard being built will 
total $9 million, Fall and Carmichael 
added. Michelin Tire just completed 
building a $3 million building. All 
told, more than three dozen in- 
dustrial projects were begun in 1977, 
according to building department 
records 

Other communities in Western 
Wayne County cannot be forgotten 
when looking at the total develop- 
ment picture, however. 

In the city of Wayne last year, 
commercial development has forged 
ahead with the beginning of con- 
struction of the $3 million addition to 
Michigan Bell building at Michigan 
Avenue and Second Street. The 
construction of a new A & P 
Supermarket and Revco Drug 
Center south of Metro Place Mall is 
well under way, and will total more 
than $1 million when completed this 
year. 

The city itself is embarking on a 
$750,000 project that will add four 
racquetball courts and exercise 
facilities to the Wayne Community 
Center. 

Another $135,000 in other com- 
mercial activity, new buildings or 
additions, have begun, including a 
new restaurant on Michigan Avenue 
at Wayne’s border with Canton 
Township. A major industry-related 
development has been a 25,000 
square-foot addition to the Ford 
Motor Company - Michigan Truck 
Plant, at a valued cost of $425,000. 

The total of commercial and in- 
dustrial activity begun in 1977 comes 
to upwards of $5 million in Wayne. 

City Manager Patrick Cullen is in 
the process of putting together a 
plan to form in Wayne an Economic 
Development Corporation, a non- 
profit corporation recently per- 
mitted under new state legislation, 
that serves as a vehicle for 
providing low-interest loans for 
industrial and commercial 
development. He hopes this cor- 
poration will help further 
development in Wayne even more in 
1978 

The biggest feather in Westland’s 
development cap this year is a $2 4 
million General Motors Warehouse 
addition under construction now on 
Newburgh Road. Farther down the 
road, the city is completing work on 
an industrial park, again financed 
through a federal Local Public 
Works grant, which will bring in 
industrial developers in 1978 and 
future years. It is one of three in- 
dustrial parks going in the city, 
according to economic developer 
Bob Stevens 

Westland is also the site of the $10 
million Educational Service Center 
complex being built through federal 
and state grants by the Wayne- 
Westland Community Schools 
A steel warehouse, put up by Craft 
Steel and Supply at a cost of. 


$340,000, has also recently been 
completed. 

Commercially, Westland has 
added Fiesta Bowling Lanes, valued 
at $800,000. The Birch Hill Shopping 
plaza, including an A & P Super- 
market, at Cherry Hill and 
Newburgh roads, was completed 
and opened in 1977. 

Another project Degun in 1977 and 
scheduled for completion in the 
spring is the YMCA 25-meter 
swimming pool and locker room in 
Westland, valued at $770,000. 

Smaller commercial develop- 
ments include a Firestone outlet, 
three-store shopping plaza, and 
various additions to existing 
buildings. 

Stevens foresees an excellent year 
for economic development in 
Westland in 1978, including location 
of small industries in the city’s in- 
dustrial parks, where ready-to-build 
sites are available with all utilities. 
Planned for 1978 is a $1.3 million 
building in the Campbell Industrial 
Park. 

Canton Township has some $1.1 
million listed by their building 
department in commercial 
development for which permits were 
drawn in 1977. 

Among those projects were a 
$270,000 addition to Super Bowl 
Bowling Lanes, the Down River 
Federal Savings and Loan con- 
struction, and groups of stores at 
two shopping center sites in the 
township. 

Permits for a White Castle 
Restaurant in Canton valued at 
$300,000 were taken out in Sep- 
tember. 

Industrial construction in the 
township has consisted mainly of 
work on several warehouses \n 
Canton’s Industrial Park, which is 
nearly full. 

In 1978, a multi-million dollar 
major recreation complex, in- 
cluding bowling alley, racquetball 
courts and more, is planned for 
Canton.. . 

Professional office and other 
commercial buildings have also 
been added to the tax base. 

Canton, which has enjoyed the 
biggest residential growth during 
1977 in all of Wayne County, has its 
sights set at increasing industrial 
activity in the future, perhaps by 
increasing industrially-zoned land 
areas. 

Inkster, too, is looking to the 
future for industrial and com- 
mercial growth, and to that end 
recently hired the national firm of 
Elon Mickels and Association to 
perform the duties of economic 
development coordinator for the 
city. In Inkster, too, the creation of 
an Economic Development Cor- 
poration has been undertaken. 

Projects that did begin in 1977 
include construction of a $2.9 million 
SEMTA Bus terminal at Henry Ruff 
and Michigan Avenue and a U-Haul 
Trailer building. The city began 
building a new $800,000 fire station in 
November. 

Also in the works is a $80,000 
convenience store, and completed 
projects included a $35,000 chicken 
carry-out restaurant and addition to 
the Creith and Woodford Lumber Co. 

Improvements have started on the 
45-acre industrial park, and the 
year brought opening of a new full 
service Secretary of State office. 

Planned for 1978 is the beginning 
of work on an 18-hole municipal golf 
course and a major development at 
the central city site. 

Most important in the future 
development of Sumpter Township 
is a receipt of a $4 million federal 
grant to expand its public water 
system by installation of new lines 
The lines will bring relief to 
residents using well water and could 
open up new building in the southern 
part of the township 
About a dozen new commercial 
and industrial developments have 
been started in Van Buren Township 
in 1977, most noteworthy being a $1.5 
million racquetball center with 
lounge and restaurant. The project 
is being built by Sports Illustrated 
Court Clubs, a national organization, 
at 1-94 and Denton Road, and March 
1 of this year is the target com- 
pletion date. 

Another project that is projected 
for 1978 is construction of a 113-unit 
motel along the 1-94 expressway in 
Van Buren 

In looking back over 1977 for the 
town of Belleville, Mayor Justin 
Emerson elaborated on some ac- 
complishments that will make that 
city a better place to live. 

Utilizing existing buildings in

Federal funds spur area economy

A massive dose of “medicine”, 
aimed at easing the side effects of 
unemployment, has injected 
$23,975,742 in federal funds into 
Western Wayne County, giving it the 
“shot in the arm” needed to spur 
new development and growth 

The “medicine” was part of the 
federal government’s Local Public 
Works Act that funneled $45,591,378 
into the 15th Congressional District, 
about 52 percent of which has been 
collected by 10 communities and 
school districts in Western Wayne 
Conty. 

And the “medicine” has proven to 
be just the treatment the area 
needed. 

Heeling under the effect of a 10 
percent unemployment rate, the 
western Wayne communities plied 
Uncle Sam with proposals of new 
government offices, recreation 
complexes, fire stations and parking 
structures, all designed to improve 
the quality of life in the area while 
creating new jobs. 

The proposals were good. 

Canton Township, one of the 
county’s “boom” communities, 
gathered in $2,715,300 for an ad- 
ministration building. Nearby 
Huron Township is working on a 
sewer line extension with its 
$1,189,000 grant. The City of 
Inkster’s $954,600 is being used for 
police and court facilities, while 
Romulus is building a court facility 
and new fire station. 

And the figures go on. 

Sumpter Township is building a 
new township hall with its $257,690. 
Van Buren Township will have a new 
fire station and other municipal 
facilities when its $237,457 is spent. 
Wayne’s downtown parking 
congestion will be eliminated by a 
parking garage, being buQt with its 
$1,944,671 in grant money. 

The largest amounts of funds, 
however, went to the area’s largest 
community and two school districts. 

The City of Westland, with an 
estimated 87,000 population, 
collected $2,361,253 for a 
recreational complex in its 
developing central city park, 
$1,294,370 for the beginning of an 
industrial park and $191,000 for 
street ans water improvements in 
proverty areas. 

The Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools attracted the second largest 


amount of Public ' Works grant 
money for school districts in the 
nation, collecting $8,199,000 for an 
educational complex it is locating in 
Westland. Unique to the area, the 
center will house the district ad- 
ministrative offices, a vocational 
education center and respite center 
and educational buildings for the 
handicapped. 

And the Van Buren School 
District’s aging high school is get- 
ting a $3,313,103 renovation and 
remodeling that will create, space 
for new science department and 
laboratories, library-media 
materials center and more 
classrooms. 

The effect of such an injection of 
federal money has been immediate. 
The job market has improved in 
Western Wayne County, and cities, 
townships and schools are getting 
much needed facilities without a 
further burden on their taxpayers. 

But what does it mean to the 
future of the area? 

The overall view of the effect of 
LPW grants on the years to come, 
according to local officials, is one of 
new- growth. 

The grants have not only been 
used to improve life standards now, 
but to open new areas for com- 
merical, industrial and residential 
development 

In Huron Township, with a 
population of 8,900 people, the new 
sewer lines, about ready to be made 
operational, have opened up the 
central portion of the community for 
commercial and residential 
development. 

“It means growth in a centralized 
area” is how township Supervisor 
John Puskar described it. “It would 
not have been possible to have such 
an opportunity without the grant.” 

In Romulus, the grants have 
spurred city officials to look at new 
programs like the revitalization of 
its downtown area, returning it to 
what it looked like at the turn of the 
century with cobblestone streets. 

The grant ako has given not only 
Romulus, but Huron, Sumpter and 
Van Buren townships and Belleville 
a new court facility, solving on 
ongoing problem of how to finance 
such a structure. 

In Wayne, it already has stirred 
new interest in the development of 
the city’s central business district. 

According to City Manager Pat 
Cullen, the city expects an 
agreement on development near the 
construction site even before the 


parking garage is completed later 
this year. 

He added that the community 
could not have financed such a 
project “without outside help”, 
saying that concentrating parking in 
a smaller area has opened adjoining 
lands for development. 

And fifelleville High School’s 
facelifting will have a far reaching 
impact on the area, according to 
Doug Brown, director of instruction 
and grant coordinator. 

“The taxpayers should be 
pleased,” he said. “We would have 
had to have asked for a bond issue, 
which isn’t too popular right now, 
then the project would have cosi 
about $7 million, with interest” 

He added that the “high school has 
overcrowded conditions”, a fact

brought out in the grant application, 
“making it (the district) unable to 
fulfill the needs of what the students 
would expect and should get from 
their education.” 

InCanton Township, residents will 
find that "this (the new township 
hall) is an opportunity to set up 
government as it should be, with 
room to operate”, according to Mike 
Gorman, finance director It also 
means a saving of about $5 million, 
costs that would have had to have 
been figured in a township- 
sponsored plan. 

“The building probably will be 
sufficient for ourneeds for at least 10 
years,” he explained. “We have a 
basement anci upper levels to allow 
for growth in government over the 
next 10 years 


“It alsoisan excellent opportunity 
to establish a library without 
building a building.” 

In Westland the story is the same. 
Its development of a central city 
park, stretching from Ford Road to 
Marquette, the construction of a 
senior citizens residential and the 
new school complex has spurred an 
idea of dev eloping an institutional 
boulevard to handle the expected 
traffic problems. 

Coupled with existing facilities — 
the city’s only high school, Senior 
Friendship center and Department 
of Public Service Building— 90 
percent of the road’s right-of-way 
from Wayne to Newburgh roads is 
occupied by governmental agencies. 

An expected indirect effect of the 
school construction wiD be the at- 


traction of specialists in the 
educational field and the possible 
relocation of families, with han- 
dicapped children, nearer to the 
respite center. 

Less than a mile from those two 
construction sites, the city has laid 
the groundwork for an industrial 
park Coupled with the work of the 
Economic Development Cor- 
poration, the potential exists of 
locating industry within reach of 
railroad facilities and area ex- 
pressways. 

The Public Works money ob- 
viously has given the area the boost 
it needed to revive its lagging 
development. What comes in the 
future remains to be seen, but right 
now residents can expect the best 
their tax dollars can buy.

Recreation: 


Millions spent in local suburbs 


Wayne County will spend 
nearly $7 million this year on 
parks and recreation making 
sure that year-round outdoor 
activities are open to county 
residents. 

According to John Barr, 
chairman of the Wayne County 
board of commissioners, there 
will be no noticeable decrease in 
county-run park services which 
are operated by the road com- 
mission. However, the park 
budget was trimmed by ap- 
proximately $50,000. The board 
chairman said the cuts represent 
a few personnel positions and 
some equipment. 

“The newest addition to the 
county park system is the Eliza 
Howell Interpretive Nature 
Center costing $750,000,” Ban- 
announced. “The center is 
located on the western bonier of 
Detroit at Five Mile and 
Telegraph Roads and is easily 


accessible to western Wayne 
county residents,” he said 

Totalling 4,250 recreational 
acres, the county park system 
includes: five community parks, 
two lengthy parkways, a forest 
and wildlife preserve, four 
roadside park sites, a marina and 
a nature center. 

Barr said, “The greatest 
portion of our recreational space 
lies in western Wayne County.” 
He added that the space includes 
the Middle Rouge and Lower 
Rouge parkways as well as three 
parks along the Huron River 
operated by the Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority ( HCMA ) . 

The board chairman said that 
the commissioners appropriated 
$3,241,660 to operate and main- 
tain the park system this year 
which is $50,495 less than last 
year. 

He said that membership in the 
HCMA is financed by a quarter 


mill mandatory tax which was 
approved by voters in 1940. Ban- 
explained that HCMA has 10 
metropolitan parks of which 
th ree, Lower H uron M etro-Park , 
Willow Metro Park and Oak- 
woods Metropark, are located in 
southwestern end of the county. 

An assessment from the county 
of $3,746,280 for the operation of 
the HCMA parks marks an in- 
crease of $78,465 ova- the 1975-76 
appropriation, Barr said. 

Fees a re charged at only two of 
the county park services. Ac- 
cording to Barr, golf rates went 
up at Warren Valley Golf Course 
in Dearborn Heights and 
residents will be charged for 
parking at the marina in 
Elizabeth Park in Trenton. 
However, special weekday 
golfing rates for school teams, 
youths and senior citizens are 
available. 

Breakdown of the county park 
system includes: 

Bell Creek Park in Bedford 
Township on Five Mile and 
Inkster Roads. The parks 64 
acres offer picnic and playground 
areas; softball, football and 
baseball fields; tennis, horseshoe 
and shuffleboard courts, and a 
skating rink 

Elizabeth Park in Trenton has 
162 acres, including a marina. 
Picnic areas on the water, nature 
trails, tennis courts and indoor 
recreation facilities are the 
features of the park. Pony rides 
are available from a private 
concession during the summer 
season for a fee 

Located in Redford Township, 
between Five and Six Mile 
RoacL, Lola Valley Park has 58 
acres Sledding, hiking and three 
skating rinks are offered 

On 13 acres in Hamtramck, the 
main features at Veterans 
Memorial Park include handball 
and tennis courts, an artificial 
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and a baseball diamond with 
stadium seating. 

Belleville’s Victory Park has 
three acres with picnicking and 
playground facilities. 

Lower Rouge Parkway, 
crossing Wayne, Westland and 
Inkster, has 1,053 acres with 280 
of those fully developed It ex 
tends westward from Michigan 
Avenue in Dearborn to Canton 
Center Road in Canton Township 
The three basic recreational 
areas are: Inkster Area, between 
Inkster Road and John Daly; 
Merriman-Venoy Area, between 
Merriman and Venoy roads on 
the Wayne-Westland border ; and 


Wayne Field, between Wayne 
and Howe roads. Recreational 
park facilities including eight 
skating rinks are available in all 
areas and Wayne Field has a 
football field as well as facilities 
for track events. 

Out of the 2,258 acres in Middle 
Rouge Parkway, only 50 acres 
are undeveloped. Beginning in 
Northville, the parkway passes 
through Northville Township, 
Plymouth, Plymouth Township, 
Livonia, Westland, Canton 
Township, Garden City, Dear- 
born Heights and Dearborn It 
features a new- seven-mile 
bikeway which starts on Seven 


Mile Road in Northville Also 
featured are a natural history 
museum, golf course and 16 
skating areas. 

William P Holliday Forest and 
Wildlife Preserve, located in 
Westland and Canton Township 
between Joy and Warroi Roads, 
has 501 acres with nearly 12 
miles of hiking trails. 

Expenditures for recreational 
facilities in Wayne County are not 
expected to exceed the $7 million 
mark this year, nor is it forseen 
that spending will increase or 
decrease in 1979

Canton leads in housing; 
1,466 new homes

More homes were 
built in Canton Town- 
ship in 1977 alone than 
existed in the entire 
township in I960. 

The community 
currently has a 
population of 37,000 
people, more than triple 
the number shown on 
the 1970 census records 

And that is the story of 
Canton and its 
phenomenal building 
boom of recent years. 

The township led the 
county last year in new' 
residential building, 
recording 1,466 new 
single family homes in 
1977 and spearheading a 
trend of residential 
growth in Western 
Wayne County. Building 
Department records in 
Canton show that 
building permits were 
issued for homes 
totalling a whopping $50 
million in value during 
the year. 

In 1976, the year’s 
total for new homes was 
1,043, showing an in- 
crease in 1977 of more 
than 400 homes, and a 


trend that is going 
nowhere but up. 

Although cautious 
about predictions, 
Canton officials expect 
this year’s building to 
bring at least an equal, 
if not better, showing. 

One of Canton’s 
neighbors also has an 
eye on housing 
development, evidenced 
not only by its 1977 
statistics, but its big 
plans for 1978. 

Construction work 
began on 588 multiple 
(apartment) units in the 
city of Westland in 1977, 
coupled with 60 new 
single-family homes, as 
reported by its buildirip 
department. The bulk 
of the apartment units 
come from two senior 
citizen high-rise 
apartments being built 
which will offer 476 units 
for seniors. 

But Planning Director 
Michael Drake predicts 
1978 will be a “banner 
year” for residential 
construction in 
Westland. 

His department 
currently has plans for 
four subdivisions being 
readied for presentation 


to the planning com- 
mission and eventually 
to the city council. Two 
of them have received a 
preliminary planning 
commission approval, 
and Drake expects the 
models to be up this 
spring. 

One of them is for 207 
lots, measuring 70 feet, 
in the area of Hix and 
Koppemick roads. This 
would mean homes that 
are about 1,500 square 
feet in size. 

Another of the soon to 
be proposed plans is for 
a subdivision of 157 
homes on 60-foot lots, 
third plan is for larger 
homes on 80-foot lots, 
and the fourth is for 
medium-sized lots in a 
subdivision that can 
hold 165 homes. 

Naturally, Drake 
explained, subdivisions 
take three to four years 
to fully develop. First 
steps in subdivision 
development include 
putting in streets, 
lighting, sewers and 
utility work, along with 
model homes. 

More apartment 
building may also be in 
the future for Westland, 


and such a substantial 
multi-family 
development is ex- 
pected to be in the 
planning department 
for site plan review in a 
few months, Drake said. 

He said that Westland 
is looking for a “a very 
prosperous couple of 
years” ahead in the 
housing development 
department. 

The city of Wayne, 
although an older and 
more established town, 
is continuing with new 
building, particularly in 
the Glenwood Heights 
Subdivision area. 
Building permits were 
taken out for 68 homes 
in Wayne last year, said 
city engineer Richard 
Gillespie. The 
residential construction 
totalled about $2 million 
worth of construction 
activity. 

Other residential 
building in the area 
maintained a steady 
level, with Van Buren 
Township seeing 56 new- 
homes and 22 mobile 
homes providing 
housing for residents, 
Sumpter Township 
adding 39 houses, and 


Romulus 23. 

Inkster and BelleviLte, 
both quite settled 
communities, ex- 
perienced little 
residential building. 

Areas growing in 
citizens are also busy 
building their services

to cope with growing 
needs, while the more 
stable population 
communities work at 
promoting quality of 
service to make 
residents comfortable 
and eager to stay in the 
community. 


Areas covered by 
Associated Newspapers 
were among those 
helping the Western 
Wayne Oakland County 
Board of Realtors set 
new records for existing 
home sales in 1977. 

Although a change in 
our statistical 
procedures makes in- 
dividual comparisons 
impossible, it appears 
that unit sales in the 
Wayne, Westland, 
Garden City, Inkster 
areas were up some 33 
percent above the 
previous record high in 

1976 

Led by Westland, 
these four cities com- 
prised an extremely 
active market for 
existing homesales with 
more than 2,500 sold by 
WWOCBR members in 

1977 This compares 
with 1,884 sold by our 
members in 1976. 

Reflecting both higher 
average prices and the 
increased number of 
units sold, dollar 
volume climbed from 
about $51 million to 
nearly $73 million. The 
average home price 
rose nearly eight per- 
cent from $26,968 to 
$29,111 

Primary buyers in the 
area appeared to be 
young married couples 
purchasing their first 


home while a high 
proportion of sellers 
were older couples 
retiring to warmer 
climates. Buyers under 
40 years tended to seek 
three-bedroom ranch 
style homes with 
basements while older 
buyers appeared to 
favor Colonial styles 
However, the market 
was strong for all types 
of homes offered for 
sale during the year. 

Reports from some of 
our 30 member Realtor 
offices doing business in 
Western Wayne County 
indicate a drop in the 
number of homes listed 
for sale. Growth in new 
single-family con- 
struction in the area is 
expected to help in- 
crease available listings 
in 1978. 

These WWOCBR 
members reported both 
the opening of 1-27%, and 


the number of new 
homes opened west of it 
had a very favorable 
effect for the existing 
home market With 
added industrial growth 
and an increasing 
number of people 
moving into the home- 
buying market, it is 
expected that this 
particular market area 
will be even stronger in 
1978. 

The limited amount of 
available building space 
through much of this 
area will continue to 
push the new housing 
market westward with 
higher prices resulting 
from increased costs of 
land development. 
Much of this build-up 
can be expected to occur 
in Canton and Van 
Buren Townships 
spurred by the con- 
venient transportation 
offered by 1-94 and 1-275.

Economist sees continued growth in '78

When the final record is written for 1977, it 
will be considered a year of “decent” 
economic performance. Real growth will be 
approximately five percent and almost four 
million more people will be employed than at 
the beginning of the year. 

Although forecasting this year seems more 
hazardous than at the end of any recent 
previous year, economists are duty bound to 
render their best judgments. We, at Detroit 
Bank and Trust, believe the expansion will 
continue in 1978 albeit at a slower pace than 
in 1977. 

Real growth of four and a half percent 
seems most likely. This would be a respec- 
table performance even though it is less than 
the current target of the Carter ad- 
ministration. 

A more fundamental reason the probability 
of a recession should receive low weight is the

current lack of severe economic imbalances 
that almost always precede recessions. For 
example, in the period prior to the 1974-75 
downturn, very high inflation caused an- 
ticipatory buying on the part of consumers 
and business firms. Inventories were im- 
mense and a correction was naturally 
inevitable. Inventories, presently, are a little 
too large but far from the gross unbalances of 
the past. Another example is consumer debt. 
Although debt financing has increased in 1977, 
the level of debt compared to income is not at 
frightening heights. 

High interest rates are viewed by many as a 
prelude to a downturn. In 1975 and 1976, in- 
terest rates stayed surprisingly low. This past 
year’s rebound brought short-term interest 
rates into approximate equality with the rate 
of inflation. The person getting six percent on 
90-day Treasury bills is being compensated 
at about the current rate of price increase. By 
these standards, interest rates are not high. 
In fact, interest rates below the rate of in- 
flation feeds future inflation since there is an 
inducement to not save or to borrow to buy 
goods in anticipation of price increases. 

Recession in 1978 is not our major worry. 
The gains in employment and compensation 
currently being experienced should provide

the momentum necessary for real disposable 
income (after inflation and taxes) to increase 
more than four percent next year. 

Since we are expecting total real output of 
goods and services to rise about four and a 
half percent, and consumption to rise four 
percent, we obviously are looking for greater 
than four percent growth in some othee major 
sectors. One candidate, business fixed in- 
vestment, has been a disappointing sector 
since the beginning of the current expansion. 
Even now, there are no signs that the nation is 
on the threshold of an investment boom. 
Uncertainties about fiscal and monetary 
policy and the general investment climate 
are* not being rapidly resolved. Financial 
markets are valuing most firms at less than 
the cost of replacing present assets which is a 
severe discouragement to plant and equip- 
ment expenditure. 


Nevertheless, the operating rates of current 
capacity has been gradually edging up during 
the past three years and overall capacity 
utilization is now up to about 83 percent and 
will rise to 85 percent by the end of 1978. At 
operating rates of these levels, firms will find 
it necessary to do some modernization and 
expansion of present capacity. Expenditures 
in this sector should be up six to seven per- 
cent. It must be emphasized that this is about 
half the gain we usually expect at this point in 
the business cycle and it is far less than the 
country needs to provide the capital 
necessary to enhance the productivity of our 
workers and provide for future economic 
growth. 

The kind of economic growth we have 
outlined will not likely produce a significant 
acceleration of inflation in 1978 Growth will 
continue, but boom conditions are absent 


both in this country and throughout the world 
Worsening inflation may well lie ahead but 
not in 1978. On the other hand, inflation 
significantly below' six percent is probably 
not attainable. Labor costs per unit of output 
are rising at about this rate and show no signs 
of moderating. 

In addition, the decline in the value of the 
dollar will make imported goods more costly 
than in 1977. Wholesale prices, which 
moderated in mid-1977, increased in late 1977 
and will affect the consumer in early 1978. On 
the brighter side, it appears that the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries will post no or little increase in oil 
prices in 1978 

A decline in both inflation and real tran- 
sactions caused nominal GNP growth to slow 
to an estimated 10 percent during the last half 
of 1977. Our projected four and a half percent 


real growth and six percent inflation for 1978 
will put nominal GNP in the ten to eleven 
percent range. Thus money supply growth 
may moderate somewhat compared to the 
last few quarters. Money may still slightly 
exceed Fed targets and they may induce 
another round or two of credit tightening. 

The rise in interest rates, however, will not 
be nearly as large as many market par- 
ticipants now fear. The economy will be a bit 
sluggish and monetary policy makers will 
probably have to ease somewhat before 1978 
is closed. 

In summary, 1978 will be one in which 
economic progress continues. Some sectors 
will be less than buoyant and our diet of 
regular economic statistics will be somewhat 
mixed between positives and negatives with 
the positives having a slight edge.

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Suburbs: So alike, but different

High consumer confidence and 
inflation-beating incomes are 
prompting consumers in western 
Wayne County to spend their money 
for the things they need and want — 
signs of a heaithy and growing 
economy. 

Associated Newspapers cir- 
culation area— Belleville, Romulus, 
Wayne, Westland, Canton Township 
and Inkster — lies on the outer 
fringe of the Detroit city limits. 
Similarities in population make-up, 
topography of the land, and a 
common kinship with the city of 
Detroit, make it a homogenous 
territory which shares in the pluses 
and minuses of the economic 
barometer 

However much of these com- 
munities are alike, a careful 
scrutiny shows that each is distinc- 
tive in what it has to offer in the way 
of industrial expansion, residential 
construction, commercial 
development, public schools and 
city government. 

Situated as they are, a large island 
of six communities set apart from 
the mainland of Detroit by different 
goals and living patterns, this area 
wants to be considered as its own 
entity. 

No better example of this in- 
dependency of attitude and spirit 
can be found than the manner in 
which these six communities and 
their neighbors banded together 
recently to oppose the Super Sewer 
concept of waste water control 
advocated by the Detroit-dominated 
Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners. 

Overall, central and western 
Wayne County must be considered 
as a separate and powerful 
economic force when the com- 
position of the area surrounding 
“The City of Wheels” is put under 
the magnifying glass and examined. 

To see and understand how and 
what these communities in ANP 
land contribute to the total economy 
of the parent Wayne Camty, the 
individual positive economic aspects 
of each locale is capsulized in the 
following paragraphs. 

On the industrial horizon, the city 
of Romulus spearheads the 
economic boom with continuing 
expansion by Detroit Diesel Division 
of General Motors and construction 
of a new huge Michelin Tire 
warehouse facilitv. 

The most significant single in- 
fluence in this growing economy in 
Romulus, as well as for all of 
metropolitan Detroit, is the vast and 
still-expanding Metropolitan Air- 
port. Physically located within the 
city limits of Romulus, this major 
transportation hub also services a 
six-county area region surrounding 
Detroit. It occupies one-sixth of the 
cities 36 square miles. 

The airport, proximity to 
freewavs, rail facilities and ac- 


cessibility to the St Lawrence 
Seaway, make Romulus a fast- 
developing industrial and com- 
mercial center. 

Although the city retains the 
quaint country downtown look, an 
atmosphere of a boom town and 
a new r age pervades the being of its 
estimated 28,000 inhabitants. 

Leadership in residential con- 
struction goes to Canton Township 
and Westland in the ANP circulation 
area, with the former easily in the 
forefront 

At the northwest tip of Wayne 
County, Canton Township’s 36 
square miles are still largely 
agricultural, with farmlands, woods 
and open areas highlighting the 
topography 

Although the building of houses 
and multi-family dwellings best 
characterizes Canton Township, this 
fledgling giant is just beginning to 
flex its muscles in other directions. 
Touched more and more by the 
expanding economy of huge Metro 
Airport, the township’s planners are 
preparing blueprints for anticipated 
growth in the commercial, in- 
dustrial and agricultural areas. 

Today, the eastern half of the 
township has taken the lead in 
becoming urbanized while the 
western half continues to follow' 
agricultural pursuits. The 1970 
census population of 11,026 has 
nearly tripled as Canton Township 
begins to follow- its sister suburbs in 
the urbanization of its rural lands to 
industrial uses. 

Manufacturing plants are 
beginning to dot the eastern half of 
the towmship and many heavily- 
traveled highways in the area are 
expected to shape and mold the 
Canton Township of tomorrow. 

Westland, combined with Canton 
Township, make up the third fastest 
growing residential area in the 
state. Although only a little more 
than half as large as Canton 
Township in area, its 20 square 
miles now house some 87,000 
inhabitants. 

Emerging from the bedroom 
community image of Nankin 
Township as a city in 1966, Westland 
today is on the threshold of 
promising all-around growth. Ex- 
cellent roads and transportation 
access, proximity to Metro 
Airport, and an energetic Economic 
Development Commission, all 
combine to make Westland an at- 
tractive location for new industries 
and those wanting to get away from 
the metro rat race. 

Westland is the home of Westland 
Shopping Center, with the J. L. 
Hudson Company forming the 
nucleus of the multi-million dollar 
complex. Much of the city has built 
up and developed around this area. 

The city of Wayne shares in- 
dustrial significance with Romulus 
in the communities served by ANP. 
Today, it is the home of a huge Ford

auto plant and a separate truck 
division, as well as a world- 
renowned Minnesota Mining and 
Manufacturing plant and t lie world 
headquarters for the Unistrut 
Corporation 

Wayne and its 22,000 residents 
take their place among western 
Wayne County’s most important 
areas as a modern residential- 
business community with a 
suburban housing atmosphere and 
compatible planned business- 
industrial character. 

Recently, Wayne was selected as 
site of a huge Wayne County Ex- 
tension Service model farm whose 
multi-million dallar complex will be 
used to keep contemporary 
agricultural life alive for posterity 

Roughly equal in size to Wayne, 
with its more than six square-mile 
area, is Inkster. Located in central 
W r ayne County, its approximately 


44,000 residents are almost equally 
divided between blacks and whites. 

When the Ford Rouge plant and 
the downriver area developed in- 
dustrially in the 1920s, they spurred 
the growth of Inkster as a residential 
community. 

Although Inkster is surrounded by 
excellent industrial highways and is 
justtwoand a half miles from Metro 
Airport, it was only recently that the 
city began to get on the economic 
bandwagon. Just at the close of 1977, 
a large SEMTA bus terminal and a 
U-Haul storage facility were bugun, 
with the city also being considered 
for a Pepsi Cola warehouse and 
bottling plant. 

Also, the existing police station 
building and the fire station 
structure are being combined into a 
dual facility. A new fire station 
building is now under construction. 
Next summer will see the com- 
pletion of the park and recreation 


department’s sports center. 

City officials are confidently 
predicting that Inkster will begin to 
attract more and more industrial 
facilities and operations as the 
expansion takes on a snowballing 
effect. 

The push to get more industrial 
companies is being enhanced by a 
city beautification program and a 
large-scale program to tear down 
and renovate older houses to provide 
public housing for prospective 
residents. .... j 

Last on the list is the histone and 
picturesque city of Belleville, whose 
3,200 residents live on gently rolling 
terrain along the southern shoreline 
of Belleville Lake 
Although noted for its fine rural 
type living and recreational ac- 
tivities at Belleville Lake, the 
Belleville area has succeeded in 
attracting several modern 
manufacturing firms. 


Recent local commercial centers 
and new residential areas make 
Belleville an appealing, thriving 
suburban community. Of major 
interest is the construction soon of a 
multi-million dollar racquet club 
complex at Lemontree Apartments 
west of Belleville Road and an ad- 
dition which will be connected to the 
Van Buren Township Hall for use of 
senior citizens of the Belleville area. 

In conclusion, the individuality of 
each of the sue communities in the 
ANP circulation area fits together 
much like the pieces of a jig-saw 
puzzle to make a complete and 
homogenous whole. 

As many of the leaders in this 
central and western Wayne County 
declare, these communities desire 
an economic divorce from all that is 
styming and dragging down the 
industrial giant of Detroit

Savage Road School, built as it is near 
Martinsville Road, nearly abuts the property 
of the former Mud Street School. This district 
was ordered to organize in 1851. The frame 
school was moved to Henry Street in Belleville 
and it, too, is being used today as a private 
residence.

Quick cubed dessert 


Time is a precious commodity, and it becomes even 
more so when you juggle family responsibilities. Food 
shopping, food preparation and attending to the basics of 
household and family living are even more demanding if 
you hold down a job, even if only part-time. 

Along with looking for best buys at the market, it’s 
mainly a matter of selecting foods which offer speed in 
preparation. Dessert, for example, can be the reward of 
the meal even if it’s the simple combination of fruit flavor 
gelatin and canned fruits.

Pruning is one task that tends to 
separate the serious tree fruit 
grower from the fair weather 
gardener Why? Because, according 
to Washtenaw County Horticultural 
Agent, Bobbi Lawrence, pruning is 
best done in the dead of winter. 

It’s not a one-time job, either. 
Pruning should be done every year. 

“The aim of winter pruning is to 
eliminate unneeded branches,” she 
explains. “This permits better light 
penetration to fruiting areas and 
better movement of fresh air 
th rough t he t ree . 0 peni ng up the tree 
like this keeps moisture from 
standing on leaves and fruits, and 
this is important in reducing the 
incidence and spread of many fruit 
tree diseases.” 

Opening the tree also allows for 
better penetration of insect and 
disease control materials. 

Remove 10-15 percent of the 
branches, Lawrence advises. Avoid 
taking off much more than this. 
Excessive pruning stimulates the

tree to produce tots of new shoots 
and leaves at the pruning points. In 
some instances, the tree may spend 
all its energy producing new 
vegetation and fail to produce a fruit 
crop. 

Both stone fruits — cherries, 
peaches, apricots and plums — and 
pome fruits— apples and pears — 
should be pruned while they are 
dormant, that is, while they are not 
growing. For apples and pears, this 
means sometime after January and 
before the buds start to swell. Stone 
fruits should be pruned in February 
or March, also before they resume 
growing. 

“In spite of the fact that late 
summer weather is nicer for 
working outside, late summer is not 


the time to prune fruit trees,” 
Lawrence cautions “This tends to 
stimulate a flush of late growth that 
will not have enough time to harden 
off before cold weather and the 
whole tree is left more susceptible 
to winter injury.” 

The exception to the rule on winter 
pruning is summer shaping and 
dwarfing of home fruit trees. A 
careful trimming of the current 
year’s growth in mid-June to early 
July reduces a tree’s vigor and helps 
to keep it compact. 

“This kind of pruning is com- 
parable to trimming a hedge to 
shape it, “Lawrence says. M It 
shouldn’t be done in late summer, 
because it could increase the 
likelihood of winter injury.”

Scallop 

2 pork blade steaks, cut % to 1 inch 
thick

2 tablespoons lard or drippings 

1 package (10 ounces) frozen baby 
lima beans 

1 cup boiling water 

2 medium carrots, sliced Va inch 
thick 

teaspoon thyme 

1 can ( 10Vi ounces) cream of 
celery soup 

Pastry for two-crust pie 

Cut pork cubes into *4 to 1-inch 
pieces. Combine flour, salt and 
pepper ; dredge cubes and brown in 
lard or drippings in large frying- 
pan. Pour off drippings. Add lima 
beans to cubes and pour boiling 
water over them. Add carrots and 
thyme. Cover tightly and cook 
slowly 45 minutes. Stir in cream of 
celery soup. Divide pastry for a 
double crust; roll each half into a 
circle about Vfe inch thick. Trim 1 
portion to size of top of 9-inch pie 
pan, slash to allow steam to escape 
and set aside. Line pie pan with 
remaining pastry, trimming to 1 
inch from rim. Fill pastry-lined pan 
with pork mixture, cover with 
slashed pastry circle, fold 
overhanging pastry over top crust 
and crimp edge. Bake in hot oven 
(400 degrees F.) 35 to 40 minutes or 
until crust is lightly browned. Let 
stand 10 minutes before serving. 6 
servings.

Wayne upsets Taylor Truman in 2 OTs

From the obscure depths of the 
Great Lakes 8 Conference basket- 
ball world, Wayne Memorial rose to 
the top and dragged down previously 
undefeated Taylor Truman in a 
double overtime basketball thriller. 

Wayne jarred Truman 45-42 using 
a mosaic of defenses that kept the 
league-leading Truman quintet off 
balance most of the night. 

Chuck Henry, in his first year as 
Wayne’s head coach, labelled the 
superlative performance by his 
team as “his greatest victory” 

“This was something the kids 
looked forward to since we lost the 
opener to them,” said Henry said. 
“Several of our players took it upon 
themselves as a personal challenge 
to show just what they can do on the 
floor.” 

Wayne manuevered exquistely in 
the second extra period to put 
Truman out of its misery. Harassed 
and humbled by league and area 
rivals before the new year, Wayne 
meted out the punishment Friday 
night on Truman’s home grounds. 

They held 6-10 center Keith Mit- 
chell, who had scored 30 points in 
their initial meeting in December, to 
11 points for the evening, but Mit- 
chell didn’t get on the scoreboard in 


the first period. In fact, at the end of 
the regulation game, the lanky 
pivotman had only six points. 

It was L.W. Matthews and 
Richard Carroll who took control of 
the game for Wayne and away from 
Truman. Matthews tossed in seven 
of his 13 points in the extra periods 
while Carrol had five. 

From the offset, it was a “weird” 
“untypical” game. Neither team 
could find the basket and missed on 
close and easy shots. Truman gained 
a 11-7 lead after the first eight 
minutes and the four points stayed 
there at halftime as both teams put 
13 points on the scoreboard in the 
second period. 

Truman went into the third period 
with a 24-20 lead, but yielded the 
cushion to Wayne who, would you 
believe, outscored their hosts 8-4 in 
the next eight minutes. 

“It was a strange period,” said 
Henry. “We were going for the 
percentage shots but couldn’t make 
them and they also missed 
miserably.” 

Down by four points with less than 
a minute to go, Wayne’s Darnell 
Morris got the final two baskets — 
the last one at the buzzer from 30- 
feet out —to deadlock the score in 


regulation time at 30-all. 

The two teams tallied five points 
for their efforts in the first three 
minutes as Matthews accounted for 
two baskets and Mitchell came 
through with a pair of clutch free 
throws. 

It was Matthews’ two free throws 
with 17 seconds left that broke the 
deadlock in the second overtime. 
Wayne stole the inbound pass, but 
called for hacking and Mitchell 
again went to the line and made it a 
39-all ball game. Carroll’s basket 
broke the knot, giving the Zebras a 
41-39 edge and a technical against 
Mitchell enabled Carroll to go to the 
line again and sink a free throw (42- 


39). Mitchell made one of two free 
throws and Kyle Poteau sealed the 
decision for Wayne when he sank 
both ends of a one-and-one with 
three seconds to go. 

Bob Boertje, a 6-0 senior, had the 
responsiblity of checking Mitchell 
when Morris fouled out and Boertje 
got the job done. 

Truman, bolstered with the return 
of Mark Polenz, a 6-5 eager who had 
transferred to Lincoln Park, had a 
natural warehouse of heightthat 
consisted of a front line of 6-5, 6-6 and 
6-10 which the mite Wayneites had to 
contend with. 

In the midst of the giants, Boertje 
managed to nail 15 rebounds, but the 


offensive story belonged to Matthew 
who picked up 15 points, cashing in 
on eight of 13 from the line. Carroll 
added 10. 

The loss didn’t effect Truman's 
first place status. The league 
leaders, with a 6-1 record, remain in 
first but must now share it with 
Lincoln Park. Fordson, a team that 
will host Wayne Friday night, is next 
best with a 6-2 mark while Wayne 
comes next with a 4-3 record. 

Earlier in the week Wayne was 
scalped by Ypsilanti’s Braves 81-49. 
Ypsilanti raced to a 39-21 halftime 
lead and never looked back. Morris 
had 18 and Carroll 12 in that lopsided 
game.

Ice safety 



Each year we read or hear about someone having to be 
rescued from an ice floe that has broken off and allowed 
the victims to float out into open water. 

In most cases these incidents could have been avoided 
if the fishermen involved had not allowed their over- 
zealous pursuit of fish cloud their judgment. 

Fishing anywhere near open water can pose a 
potential threat to your safety. 

Ice is constantly expanding and contracting. Even in 
freezing weather, ice can become rotten. The wind can 
force surface water under the ice shelve; and this 
movement of water can soon undermine vast quantities 
of ice for considerable distances from the open water. 
Then when the ice moves, large sections can break off 
and float away. 

An additional danger is that these floes are often top 
heavy. Once they become free from the main body of ice 
they will often tip or roll. 

I have seen sections of ice as wide as twenty-five feet 
roll completely over, and the force and quickness with 
which they can move is unbelieveable. 

River mouths pose another danger area, as do any 
sources of moving water such as springs and melting 
snow runoff areas. 

Ice fishing can be completely safe sport as long as you 
exercise a little caution and common sense when going 
out on the ice. The amount of ice necessary for safety is 
as follows: 

Ice Safety Thicknesses (in inches) 

1” UNSAFE 

2” One person 

3” Group widely spread out

4” General foot traffic 
5” Snowmobiles spread out 
10” Cars under 2 ton GVW 
12” Light truck, several snowmobiles 
15” Medium truck (2*^ ton) 

20” Heavy truck (8 ton) 


I would never dream of taking my truck out on the ice 
regardless of the thickness. Many people do, but I once 
saw a car on South Lake where only the bumper was 
protruding through the ice. I guess the thought of being 
in a similiar predicament scares me. Most insurance 
policies are void the moment you venture out on the ice 
with your car; and I’m sure that the cost of having it 
towed out would be astronomical. 

The purpose of this column is not to scare you and keep 
you from going fishing; it’s merely meant to advise you 
as to what could happen if you don’t act with discretion. 

If you are going after bluegills you want to remember 
that the lighter your line and the smaller your bait the 
better your chances are. Bait that lies dead in the water 
is not going to get any hits. You should jig periodically. 
When jigging for bluegills you need not employ the same 
arm tiring motion that you use for walleyes or lake trout. 

Just a slight vibration sometimes is all that is 
necessary. You can raise and lower your rod tip slightly 
or shake it slowly from side-to-side. Just the wind can 
often be enough to keep it moving. Bluegills are 
notorious for being light hitters in winter. 

Watch for the slightest indication that your lure is 
moving and lift. 

Well, I’m going to quit writing for this week so that I 
can do some fishing. So get out there yourself and have a 
ball.
